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Sharp  advances  in  the  prices  of  most  farm  products,  with  some  in- 
crease IN  production,  raised  gross  income  in  1941  TO  THE  HIGHEST  LEVEL 
REACHED  SINCE  1920.  HiGHER  PRICES  INCREASED  MODERATELY  THE  VALUE  OF 
FOOD,  RENT,  AND  FUEL  WHICH  THE  FARM  PROVIDES  FOR  FAMILY  LIVING.  GOV- 
ERNMENT PAYMENTS  WERE  REDUCED,  BUT  THE  SHARP  ADVANCES  IN  PRICES  OF  PRO- 
DUCTS  RESULTED    IN   A   MARKED    INCREASE    IN   CASH  INCOME. 
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THE    FARM    INCOME  SITUATION 

Cash  income  from  farm  irarketings  in  Mcy,  totel:ne  98S  million  dollars, 
was  only  slightly  higher  than  the  revised  estimate  of  982  million  dollars  for 
April  but  32  percent  more  than  in  May  last  year.    Despite  a  rise  of  2  points 
in  prices  received  by  farmers  from  m.id-April  to  mid-May,  income  from  farm 
marketings  increased  less  than  usual.    Marketings  of  cattle  declined  from. 
April  to  May  instead  of  making  the  usual  seasonal  increase  and  marketings  of 
poultry  and  dairy  products  increased  somev.-hat  less  than  usual,  resulting  in  a 
decline  of  about  7  percent  in  the  seasonally  adjusted  income  from  livestock 
and  livestock  products.     Income  from  crops  declined  seasonally  from  April  to 
May.    Income  from  fruits,  particularly  from  strav/berries  and  from  citrus  fruits 
was  up  sharply  in  May,  but  the  lateness  of  the  season  retarded  the  seasonal  in- 
crease in  income  from  truck  crops  •  Receipts  from  grains  declined  more  than  usual 

Government  payments  for  March  and  April  amounted  to  162  million  dollars 
and  in  May  totaled  37  million  dollars.    For  the  first  5  months  of  1942 
Government  payments  totaled  389  million  dollars  com.parsd  with  303  million 
dollars  from  January  to  May  last  year.    Cash  farm  income  including  Government 
payments  from  January  to  May  this  year  totaled  5,098  million  dollars  compared 
with  3,542  million  dollars  last  year. 

During  the  first  5  months  of  1942  cash  income  from  farm  marketings 
totaled  4,709  million  dollars  compared  with  3,239  million  dollars  in  the  first 
5  months  of  1941.    Income  from  crops  was  up  39  percent  v/hile  income  from  live- 
stock and  livestock  products  recorded  a  48-percent  increase  from  January  to 
May  194  2  over  the  corresponding  period  of  1941.    Returns  from  nearly  all  com- 
modities during  this  period  have  been  somew^hat  higher  than  a  3''ear  earlier, 
the  greatest  increases  in  income  have  been  from  soybeans,  potatoes,  rice, 
hogs,  cattle,  and  eggs,  and  milk  sold  at  wholesale. 
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Because  of  the  smaller  than  usual  increase  in  farm  sales  from  April 
to  May,  the  seasonally  adjusted  index  of  cash  income  from  farm  marketings 
declined  from  136.0  percent  of  the  1924-29  average  in  April  to  129.5  per- 
cent in  May.    Most  of  the  decline  ms  in  the  income  from  meat  animals,  and 
the  index  of  farm  income  from  this  source  declined  from  171.0  to  155.5. 
Income  from  poultry  and  eggs  also  increased  less  than  usual,  and  the  season 
ally  adjusted  index  declined  from  147.0  percent  in  April  to  133.0  percent 
in  May.    The  decline  of  1  point  in  the  seasonally  .adjusted  index  of  income 
from  crops  resulted  largely  from  the  later  movement  of  truck  crops, 
particularly  cantaloups  and  vratermelons . 

Conditions  are  favorable  for  larger  than,  average  crop  production  in 
1942,  and  the  marketings  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  are  expected 
to  continue  to  exceed  previous  records.    These  large  marketings,  together 
vdth  some  further  improvement  in  demand,  should  result  in  at  least  the 
usual  seasonal  increase  in  income  from  May  to  October.    The  trend  of  farm 
income  during  the  next  few  months,  however,  v,dll  be  influenced  by  the  short 
age  of  storage  space  for  grains,  wrfiich  may  retard  their  movement  to  market. 
The  increase  in  income  from  May  to  June  is  likely  to  be  smaller  than  usual 
because  of  the  lateness  of  -vdieat  harvestings  and  the  fact  that  a  large 
proportion  of  the  crop  is  being  held  back  to  be  placed  under  Government 
loan.    The  recent  decline  in  cotton  prices  has.  also  retarded  the  redemption 
of  loan  cotton.    On  the  other  hand,  income  from  truck  crops  probably  will 
increase  more  than  usual  from  May  to  June.

Cash  incomo  from  ferm  nerketin{*s  for  the  first  4  months  of  1942  -was 
sharply  highsr  tht>n  a  j'-ear  earlier,  tlie  increases  in  the  different  States 
ranging  upward  from  26  percent*    In  the  North  Atlantic  region  the  increase 
of  35  percent  -vtas  siTialler  than  elsewhere  •'A'lierQ  increases  rar.'god  from  48  to 
57  percent. 

North  Atlantic  Stn.tes 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  in  the  North  Atlantic  region  in 
April  totaled  31  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier,  with  returns  from  crops 
and  from  livestock  and  liTostock  products  recording  about  the  .same  per- 
centage increases.    Inco-^ie  in  Maine  increased  mcpt  and  in  April  was  63  per- 
cant  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  whereas  in  the  remaining  States  the 
increases  ranged  from  25  to  41  percent.    From  January  to  April  income  in 
the  region  totaled  So  percent  more  than  last  year,  with  the  increase  in 
Maine  amounting  to  78  percent  and  in  the  remaining  States  from  26  to  37 
percent. 

East  North  Central  States 


Returns  from  both  crops  and  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  this 
region  during  April  were  about  45  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.  The 
increases  were  fairly  evenly  distributed  betv:cen  the  different  States.  The 
increase  of  51  percent  in  Michigan  was  less  than  in  the  other  States  where 
increases  ranged  frcm  43  to  5  3  percent.    E/uring  the  first  4  months  of  1942 
returns  from  crops  vere  sharply  higher  than  lest  year  and  recorded  a  greater 
percentage  increase  than  returns  from  livestock'.    Reti^rns  from  dry  edible 
beans  J  corn  end  soyteens  v/ere  much  larger ,  with  a  greater  increase  in  in- 
come in  Illinois  than  in  the  ether  States.    For  tho  region  as  a  whole, 
total  inccmo  fromi  ferm  ma.rketings  was  51  percent  higher  than  in  the  first 
4  months  of  1941*     In  Michigan  the  increase  v.'B.s  39  percent,  while  in  the 
remaining  Stotes  the  increases  ranged  from  46  to  57  percent. 

West  North  Gontral  States 

In  most  of  the  Fest  North  Central  States  increases  rver  a  year  ago 
in  income  from,  livestock  were  much  greater  than  increases  in  the  incomio 
from  crops  .    In  North  Dakota  and  Kansas  returns  from  wheat  v/cre  some-sp^iiat 
larger  than  a  year  earlier,  and  crop  income  was  also  up  sliarply.  Total 
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income  from  farm  rarket^Tigf?  in  this  r9f;ion  dnring  April  was  52  percent  hipher 
than  6  year  earlier*    The  ircreases  in  incomv-5  raugad  from  43  percent  in  Iowa 
to  64  percent  in  liebrasix©  . 

Fron  Jsnuary  to  /.pril  increases  in  income  over  last  year  -were  less 
for  crops  Ibsn  for  i?-ve''tcx^k  •    Returns  from  eggs  -^nere  nore  than  twice  those 
in  the  first  4  morths  of  i941.,  rTt\3.--ns  frciu  ho;rT  \Kni  e  &3'most  twice  es  groat, 
and  the  in<^cine  frcor  cavlle  6nd  milk  sold  at  v;holes?.Xe  also  vras  up  sharply* 
In  South  D"l5.ota,  vjh^re  income  from  crops  v.'-as  slightly  rec^T.ced,  the  in- 
crease, in  income  for  the  firr.t  4  m.on ths  of  the  year  aincuntod  to  56  percent, 
but  in  the  romainitig  States  the  increases  ranged  from  < 3  percent  in  lo-wa 
to  57  percent  in  Missouri.

Hoivever,   since  broilers  are  not  included  in  the  monthly  estimates 
of  income  prior  to  1942.  the  ostima+^es  of  1£«:2  incomie  are  not  compr^rchle 
with  those  cf  earlier  years:  ia  the  For-'.:hona  3tates  of  this  region  where 
broilers  prcT^ide  a  large  pai't  of  the  total  income. 

For  the  region  as  a  v.hole  inccTne  frcmi  January?-  to  April  wp.s  atou.t 
50  percent  1  igher  then  last  yesa-.     In  ficuthi  Carolina  ar.d  C-enrgia  the  in- 
creases vnre  olightly  smaller  than  in  the  other  States  because  of  the 
relatively  simll  inocnie  from  cotton.,    In  April,  ho-.Tev-^r,  returns  from  crops 
in  these  t'\c.  .States  wore  sharply  higher  than  a.  year  earlier.    "IVith  favor- 
able crop  prospects.,  inuoriie  in  this  region  should  continue  to  exceed  that 
of  the  corresponding  m.onths  of  1941  v.hen  incomie  T.-as  sharply  curtailed 
because  cf  the  drought. 

South  C'^n feral  States 

Income  from  crops  in  the  South  Central  region  during  April  was 
sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier*    Returns  from  cotton,  potatoes.,  and 
Vvheat  were  more  than  twice  those  last  yoav and  income  from  feed  crops  and 
truck  crops  also  v.'as  much  higher.    Income  from  livestock  in  this  area  ■ 
recorded  the  largest  gain  of  any  major  geographic  region,  and  t/stai.  in- 
come from  farm  rarket:^.gs  vivs  B9  perf^ent  more  thnn  a  y^ar  ea^'lier.  Income 
was  up  shax-ply  in  all  States,  the  increases  ranging  from  52  percent  in 
Kentucky  to  more  than  ICC  percent  in  Arkansas* 

Retuivis  from  both  crops  and  livestock  during  the-  first  4  months  of 
1942  snr.rply  higher  thpn  a  y^ar  earlier  in  all  States.    The  ir./:.reases 

in  total  income  from  farm  mc.rketings  ranged  from  S9  percent  in  Kentucky 
to  more  than  80  percent  in  Arkansas* 

West  em  States 

Increases  in  income  in  the  T^'estem  region  during  April  ranged  from 
25  percent  in  Tf^^om-ing  to  m.ore  than  60  percent  in  Idaho.    Returns  from. both 
crops  and  livestock  gained  40  percent  for  the  region.    From  January  to 
April  returns  from  both  crops  ard  lives  bock  were  xip mere  than  50  percent  ' 
and  total  income  from  faj-m.  marketings  exceeded  the  first  4  months  of  1941 
by  51  percent.    In  Montana  the  increase  in  returns  both  from  crops  and

from  livestock  was  somar-hat  lf?ss  thcr.  for  the  rs?;ion  as  a  v;hole,  and  total 
income  from  farm  ru&rketr.r-gs  v;a.s  up  only  20  parcgnt.

1941  Gross  Farm,  Income 


The  preliminary  estimates  of  cash  farm  income  for  1941  have  been 
revised  to  incorporate  more  complete  data  on  sales  of  livestock  emd  live- 
stock products,  and  estimates  have  been  made  of  thg  value  of  farm  products 
retained  on  farms  for  home  consumption*    The  revised  estimate  of  cash  in- 
come from  farm  marketings  in  1941  of  11,244  million  dollars  is  slightly 
higher  than  that  published  in  February  largely  because  of  the  inclusion 
for  the  first  tine  of  income  from  corsmercial  broilers.    Estim.ates  of  cash 
incor.9  from  liv.^otock  and  livestock  products  also  have  been  revised  back 
to  1934  to  allow  for  revisions  in  the  estim.ates  of  production  and  disposi- 
tion of  live;^tock  and  livestock  products,  as  well  as  to  include  the  in- 
com3  from  coHmercial  broilers j 

The  va].ue  of  products  retained  on  fsrms  for  home  consum.pt ion  in 
1941  was  estimated  at  1.421  m.illion  dollars  ^    Tiiis  value,  together  with  the 
cash  incom.e  from  farm  morketings.  Government  pa^onehts,  and  the  rental  value 
of  farm  dv/ellings  resulted  in  a  total  gross  farm  income  of  13,957  million 
dollars  for  1941o    This  com.pares  with  11,043  million  dollars  in  1940,  and 
is  the  highest  for  any  year  since  1920  v-hen  gross  income  was  estim.ated  at 
15,908  million  dollars.     Estimates  of  the  different  components  of  gross 
farm  income  from  1910  to  date  ere  given  in  table  5  of  this  report. 

The  estim.ates  of  cash  end  gross  farm,  income  from  crops  and  from  live- 
stock and  livestock  products  for  1941  are  given,  by  States,  in  table  6. 
The  estimates  of  cash  income  from,  crops  in  this  table  are  the  same  as  those 
previously  published.     The  estim.ates  of  income  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  have  been  revised,  and  the  value  of  products  retained  for  hom.e 
consum.ption  is  given  for  the  first  tim.e.  l/ 

Cash  farm,  income  and  Government  paj.rments  in  1941,  plus  the  value  of 
produces  consumed  on  fer^rs  where  grovm,  were  highier  than  the  preceding  yeer 
in  all  States  except  South  Carolina,  and  in  that  State  the  decline  am.cunted 
to  less  than  1  percent  j    The  largest  increases  in  incor;e,  plvs  home  con- 
sumption, virere  in  Mississippi,  Arkansas,  Forth  Dakota,  and  Kansas.    In  all 
of  these  States  crop  production  was  up  shexply  from  the  preceding  year  and 
prices  totaled  somei«.hat  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    The  smallest  increases 
in  income  were  in  South  Carolina  end  Georgia  and  neighboring  States  where 
the  spring  and  early  sur-mer  drought  greatly  reduced  the  output  of  crops, 
and  in  the  l^.forth  Atlantic  region  where  prices  of  farm,  products  advanced" 
less  chan  D.n  othor  areas.     The  increase  in  incom.e  from  livestock  and  live- 
stock products  in  1941  amiounted  to  31  percent,  ;7hereas  the  increase  in  crops 
was  33  percent.    The  increase  in  incom.e  from,  livestock  was  m.ore  evenly  dis- 
tributed among  the  different  States  end  incom.e  from  this  source  v/as  sharply 
higher  in  all  States.
